They do not bloom as pro- 
fusely in winter months, but they do stay green and attrac- 
tive. There is one exception; our miniature rose DIAN seems 
ToOsnaveralietherqialitags Otethe perrecusroscem tUnstayoucroen 
and blooming more than all others — 12 months out of the year!

MOORE MINIATURE ROSES 


Miniature Roses are easy to care for. They are remarkably pest-free. Sunlight, regular watering 
and a small amount of fertilizer is all they need. Pruning is very easy. Trim back to about halt 
size each spring with shears like you would boxwood. Remove dead twigs. Throughout the year, 
trim stems that may prove unattractive to the plant’s shape. (Instructions with the plants).
